Dear Editor: Before I can criticize your maga- 
zine, I feel I must first make a distinction: 
Inasmuch as I am concerned, there are two 
broad classes of. science-fiction. There is the 
type I read in comic books such as Strange 
Adventures, and there is the type presented in 
magazines like Analog (in both cases I have 
listed the top magazine of.that class). In try- 
ing to compare the two, there is practically no 
reasonable meeting place I can find. Each class 
is vastly different from the other, yet each has 
something in common, 

In the infancy of magazines like Analog one 
could find much the same type of stories as 
can be found today in comic books (SA). But 
don’t get me wrong; I’m not saying that comic 
books are inferior to the magazines (Analog) ; 
‘there just isn’t any basis for comparison today 

Today the magazines Have matured from 
their early adventure-and-wonder type stories 
to a more quieted-down' form. Nowadays the 
magazines dwell on a more sociological trend, 
rather than. adventure. Today the magazines 
also realize that, for example, an Earthman and 
a Plutonian could not-remain. alive under the 
same. atmospheric. conditions, even for a few 
seconds. Ta remedy this, the magazine writers 


would equip the Plutonian and Earthman with 
spacesuits, visualize them with different com- 
munication organs, and present themselves with 
an almost impossible block between races as far 
as communication: goes. 

Today the comic books are the action-and= 
adventure-type presenters. They are very simi- 
lar to the space operas that once filled the 
magazines, Although the magazines still have 
some adventure stories, the comic books present 
action stories, you might say—exclusively. They 
don’t care if a Plutonian can’t exist alive along- 
side an Earthman, if neither has protection. If 
the situation fits into the story, and a better 
story is presented that way, why not? 

What I’m trying to say is this: while the 
magazines have passed beyond adventure 
towards better things (which might not be 
true), the comic books have retained the old 
tradition of science-fiction in presenting excit- 
ing stories. I hope other readers will realize 
this and not use the two types of stories as 
pases of comparison on which they might gripe 
or criticize. 

Now for my criticizing. I think Strange Ad- 
ventures is an exciting and excellent comic book.
